After carefully examining the roof we find that the iron trusses will not answer for the 
new structure and also find that it shows signs of weakness under present load. The corrugated 
covering is badly decayed, and if the proposed additions are not carried out, a new roof must 
sooner or later be erected in any event. This fact should I think be noted, for it is a large factor in 
the cost of proposed additions.
